No 
writer onthe law’of nations, no example of any Statef- 
mah, no ruleof jultice, prefcribed any other miode of 
warfare than that of doifig’all the injury and making ‘all 
the acquifitions-we ‘were able from the enemy. To 
weftore fueh acquilitions ‘gratuitowfly was never the prac 
tice of any nation whatever. We did not therefore 
propofe the reftitution of thefe conquefts at Lifle, but 
we propofed to théirtax-gatherers and tyraots the re- 
ftoration of the government and independence of the 
Dutch people. “There was only one more obfervation 
which fe reccHected, ‘and that was the preference of 
our allies in the performance of this fervice to aur co- 
eperation with them; but as the Noble Lord drew no 
inferente front what’he offered on that point, it would 
not be neceflary-for him to. difculs it.

Finding themfelves overmatched, and the 
fteady fire of their antagoni{t contiiuing to make dread- 
ful havoc,. they endeavoured to make fail, and to prevent 
their capture by flight.

cipal officers killed or dangeroufly wounded, they call- 
ed for quarter, after a brave and obftinate refiftance of 
an hour and 40 minutes.

derable number fick ; though they are happy to fate,’ 
from accurate information, a great part of thém are ap- 
parently on the recovery, and hopes are entertained, 
from the late change in the weather, which- {till conti- 
nues cool, that a check may be given tothe progrefs of
